plurality of users via the Internet, 

wherein the one or more modules are capable of: identifying whethw or not a usct 
is a specific type of user; and, if the user is said specific type of user, then ddivering an 
electronic information product to said user ftom said one or more content databases in a 
custom display format

20. (New) A method of delivering electronic healthcare information products to a plurality 
of users via the Internet, die method comprising: 

storing a plurality of custom di^lay formats in a database, each of die plurality of 
custom display formats associated with a user category of a plurality categories; 

for each one of the plurality of users, storing subscription account information 
including information indicating a user category of a plurality of user cate^ries with 
which the user is associated; 
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whea a user logs in, identifying the user category with which the user is 
associated; and 

delivering an electtonic healthcare irrfonnaiion product to a wireless device of the 
user in accordance widi the custom display format associated with the user category. 

21, (New) A healthcare information delivery system comprising: 

one or more databases having stored dierein one or more sets of healdicare-related 
infoimation and a plurality of display formats, the plurality of display formats including 
custom display formats associated with particular users of the healthcare in&miation 
delivery system or categories of users of ttie healthcare infonnation delivery system; 

an authorization module configured to provide access to re^stered users of the 
healthcare information delivery syst^ in a customized &sbion, including receiving 
search criteria from the registered users and displaying requested healthcare^ndated 
information to the registered us^ in accordance with ifaose of the custom display 
formats that are associated with the regist^ed users; 

a requesting module configured to receive a set of search criteria &om the 
register^ users through the custom display foraiat and search the one or more databases 
tor healthcare-related information corresponding to the set of search criteria; and 

a ddivery module configured to deliver the healthcare-related information 
retunted from the requesting module to the registered users in accordance with diose of 
die customized di^lay fomiats that are associated widi the registered users. 

22, (New) Thehealthcare information delivery system of claim 21, wherein the requesting 
modide further comprises an interface to a formulary management system. 

23, (New) A healthcare information delivery system comprising: 

an «teraal content asset database having stored tti»ein a plurality of master 
document formats and third-party healtbcar^related information 
a contOTt management system comprising: 
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a content repository containing original healthcare-related infonnatioD stored in 
one or more electronic databases, and 

an online content management system configured to enhance or supplement the 
original healdicare-rdated in&imation hy combining the original healthcare-related 
infc^madon with one or more portions of the third-party healftcare-related infonnatiOD 
content fiom the external content asset database with infonnation requests; 

a business information system configured to associate customer account 
infoimaiicm with a user, the customer account in&imation indnding a customized 
presentation display fi>rmat; 

a presentation layer configured to fotmat requested healthcare-related inibimation 
in accordance wilh the cusimnized presentation di^layfomiai; and 

a communications module configured to deliver formatted healdicare-related 
infonnation to a destination device of the user. 

24. (New) The healthcare inforntation ddiveiy system of claim 23, whwein the destination 
device is a device selected finm the group consisting of a deslaop personal computer^ a 
laptop, a mobile telephone, and a personal digital assistant (PDA). 

25, (New) The healthcare information deUvery system of claim 23, fimher comprising a 
rqiOTt module configured to generate reports containing information regarding usage 
and resources of the healthcare information deliveiy system. 
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
